Health chiefs claim Horton plans is not a bid to save money

THE decision to permanently 
downgrade maternity services at 
the Horton General Hospital is 
not a cost-cutting exercise, insist 
health chiefs. 

Bosses suggest the controversial 
move, which also includes centralising 
acute stroke services, closing a further 
36 acute beds and reducing the level of 
critical care at the Horton in Banbury, 
could even cost more. 

Speaking after board members of 
Oxfordshire Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG) decided to approve phase 
one of Oxfordshire’s Sustainability and 
Transformation Plan (STP), its clinical 
lead Joe McManners said the measures 
were all in the interests of patients’ 
safety. 

He added: “The decision today will not 
save any money, it may even cost a bit 
more. 

“There is an underlying problem 
where there is not enough money to 
provide the care longer term.” 

But there is an even bigger problem 
facing the CCG, which led it to make the 
‘difficult decision’ to downgrade mater¬ 
nity services. 

Chief Executive David Smith added: 
“The other issue is the workforce.

“The decision surrounding obstetrics 
and maternity services are driven by 
the fact we cannot get the staff to safely 
run it. 

“And then we have issues with the cost 
of living and affordable housing, one of 
the problems we are facing is making 
sure these jobs are attractive, particu¬ 
larly to younger people.” 

But it is not all over for the passionate 
campaigners lobbying and chanting ‘no 
ifs, no buts, no NHS cuts’ and ‘hands off 
the Horton’ outside Oxford Examina¬ 
tions School yesterday morning ahead 
of the meeting. 

The plan to permanently downgrade 
maternity services at the Horton will 
now be referred to Secretary of State 
Jeremy Hunt for review. 

Health Overview and Scrutiny Com¬ 
mittee chairman and Oxfordshire 
County Councillor Arash Fatemian 
said: “I am very disappointed the CCG 
did not take on board the community’s 
feeling with regards to the maternity 
services at the Horton. 

“Over the next few days, a case will 


be put together and sent to the Secre¬ 
tary of State. 

“I will also be writing to the Chair of 
the CCG to ensure they do not make any 
permanent decisions until this has been 
referred. 

“Overall I am disappointed as they 
have refused to engage and we do not 
know the whole picture yet and what 
will happen with the second phase of 
plans.” 

This autumn will see the start of a new 
‘public engagement’ process, where the 
CCG will begin floating ideas for the 
second phase of the STP, with plans go¬ 
ing out to consultation for a year.

Delight as cancelled 
Canal Day is back on

THOUSANDS of boating 
fanatics are set to descend 
on the county for a ‘mas¬ 
sive event’. 

Canal Day in Banbury will 
go ahead this year, despite 
previous cancellations af¬ 
ter a delay to building work 
planned for the waterside. 

Organiser Banbury Town 
Council says visitors are 
guaranteed a variety of stalls, 
including food vendors, mu¬ 
sic courtesy of Banbury Folk 
Festival, funfair and plenty 
of ‘water-based action’. 

Mayor Cllr Colin Clarke 
said: “Canal Day is a massive 
event with around 12,000 visi¬ 
tors - some travelling long 
distances to get here. 

“It is good news that we can 
have the event this year when 
all seemed lost. 

“I want to thank Castle 
Quay for telling us of the 
change of plan as soon as 
they were aware of it. 

“Many boaters - especially 
traders - plan their year with 
Banbury Canal Day in mind 
and we hope they are still 
available.” 

Entertainment in Spiceball 
Park will be considerably 
varied and visitors can try 
their hand at falconry or even 
go-karting. 

There will also be a vari¬ 
ety of traders and workshops 
outside The Mill. 

The council’s events man¬ 
ager Ann Sewell said: “We 
have two months to organ¬ 


ise something that normally 
takes nine months - but rest 
assured this year will be an 
exciting and entertaining 
event with something for eve¬ 
ryone.” 

Canal Day 2017 was initially 
cancelled because demolition 
and construction work - part 
of the Castle Quay Two ex¬ 
pansion - on the canalside 
north of General Foods So¬ 
cial Club was due to start this 
month. 

But the work will not now 


begin until after the tradi¬ 
tional Canal Day date - this 
year October 1. 

Paul Jackson, Castle Quay’s 
centre manager, said: “The 
start date for CQ2 was put 
back and we realised straight 
away that Canal Day could go 
ahead as usual. 

“It is an event that attracts 
many thousands of people 
and is good for the town. We 
hope the day is a massive suc¬ 
cess and we are delighted to 
sponsor the event.” 


The new shopping facility 
will host a 1,300-seat, eight- 
screen cinema - believed to be 
owned by Curzon - alongside 
six new restaurants and a 
cafe, which will offer alfresco 
dining with a scenic view of 
the canal. 

Opening hours are expected 
to be until after midnight. 

A planning decision by 
Cherwell District Council is 
now expected, with a view 
to CQ2 being fully open for 
Christmas 2018.

A DAD and his teenage 
daughter will embark on a 
journey across the length 
of the country for char¬ 
ity - but their vehicle of 
choice may cause a few 
double takes. 

Gardener Kevin Nicks will 
tackle the epic 870-mile jour¬ 
ney from Land’s End to John 
O’Groats, and he won’t be 
completing the challenge on a 
bike or in a car. 

Instead, he and his daugh¬ 
ter will make the trip in the 
world’s fastest shed - a con¬ 
traption of his own creation 
that can reach speeds of near¬ 
ly lOOmph. 

Mr Nicks, of Chipping 
Norton, will take the speedy 
shack to the road on Wednes¬ 
day, leaving from Katharine 
House Hospice near Banbury. 

The 52-year-old, who will 
be joined by his 14-year-old 
daughter Sophie, hopes to 
raise £10,000 for the hospice, 
which cared for his mother 
before she died of cancer ear¬ 
lier this year. 

A true English eccentric, Mr 
Nicks looks forward to put¬ 
ting smiles on faces through¬ 



out the country as he whizzes 
past in one of the most bizarre 
but road-worthy vehicles peo¬ 
ple are likely to see. 

Mr Nicks said: “Driving it 
on a motorway it’s constantly 
getting filmed, and you see 
people smile all the time. It 
makes people happy - which 
is what the population should 
be. 

“I came up with the idea for 
the trip because I wanted to 
do something that included 
my daughter - something that 
took us to parts of England 
that people just don’t go to. 
The whole thing is a complete 
adventure.” 

After setting off from the 
hospice on Wednesday, Mr 


Nicks and his daughter will 
head down to Land’s End, 
from where they will properly 
embark on the challenge. 

Mr Nicks has arranged for 
hot rods and classic cars to 
join them for a part of the 
route, calling on owners of in¬ 
teresting vehicles to join them 
in Gloucestershire. 

The journey, which he ex¬ 
pects to take about a week, 
will also include a stop at 
Elvington Airfield, near York, 
where he will attempt to 
break his own speed record, 
currently set at a top speed of 
99.766mph. 

He said: “The trip will cost 
me because I work for myself 
- but there’s more to life than 


work. It’s all about memories 
- and the more you do, the 
more you make.” 

Mr Nicks built the wooden 
shed on top of a 1999 Volkswa¬ 
gen Passat he didn’t have the 
heart to scrap. 

He had purchased the car to 
use its front end for repairs 
on his other Passat. When 
contemplating fixing the front 
of the vehicle and concluding 
any work would look boxy and 
out-of-sync with the rest of 
the car, Mr Nicks has his eu¬ 
reka moment of transforming 
the vehicle into a shed. 

The project cost £5,000 and 
took just over six months to 
complete, finishing in 2015. 

Since then, Mr Nicks and his 
shed have appeared on TV and 
radio, and met stars like Chris 
Evans and George Clarke. 

Mr Nicks said: “We’re all 
only here once and it’s about 
what we do when we’re here. 
A lot of people will get to the 
end and think ‘isn’t that a dull 
life I lived’. 

“Some people do ask me why 
I want to drive around in a 
shed. And I say because I don’t 
want to drive around in a bor¬ 
ing car like everyone else.”

ALMOST 20,000 people 
enjoyed this year’s sold- 
out Cropredy festival 
as Fairport Convention 
celebrated their 50th year. 

The folk rockers launched 
what was the 41st time the music 
festival has been held, with 
organisers calling it a huge 
success. 

The sun even managed an 
appearance for the Saturday 
performances at Fairport’s 
Cropredy Convention after 
initial fears that the campsite at 
the festival site, near Banbury, 
would not be suitable after a 
week of heavy rain. 

But it dried up in time for 
Thursday’s festival launch from 
the Fairport Convention and 
held out for revellers throughout 
the three-day event. 

Festival director Gareth 
Williams said: “The festival sold 
out about eight weeks ago, 
which was about 16,000 ticket 
sales, so with children and all 
the staff and volunteers it has 
totalled about 20,000 people at 
the festival. 

“For anybody who organises 
an outdoor event in the UK, 

I think you are forever nervous 
about the weather but we 
managed to hold off the rain. 

“The earlier weather has 
managed to dry out and it has 
been great. 

“Everybody has been very 
comfortable.” 

Among the stand-out acts to 
perform were The Divine 
Comedy and the Trevor Horn 


Band on Thursday, Petula Clark 
and former Fairport Convention 
member Richard Thompson on 
Friday and Dougie MacLean and 
Marillion on Saturday. 

The festival culminated on 
Saturday night in another 
show-stopping extended set by 
Fairport Convention and 


special guests. 

This year had special 
significance for the band as it 
marked 50 years since they 
played their first concert in a 
church hall in May 1967. 

Since then, there has been a 
large number of musicians 
joining and leaving along the 
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fans on a high

Mr Williams added: “It has 
been great.

“Everyone has been in great 
spirits. 

“It is always a huge relief with 
organising these festivals when

“So far we have had a lot of 
great comments with people 
telling me how much they have 
been enjoying themselves so that 
is nice to hear.”

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Concern as more elderly falling 
victim to scams across county

CONCERNS have been raised 
about an increase in scams tar¬ 
getting elderly people across 
Oxfordshire. 

Gill Sanders, Oxford City Coun¬ 
cil’s older people’s champion, wants 
more advice to be given to pension¬ 
ers about the dangers of con art¬ 
ists exploiting them, particularly 
through phone calls and emails. 

Mrs Sanders said she had become 
‘increasingly concerned’ about 
fraudsters targetting older people 
after hearing of some being fleeced 
of cash. 

The concerns come as Age UK 
Oxfordshire warned that although 
anyone could be scammed, the fact 
that many older people live alone 
and could suffer from ill health left 
them ‘more at risk of being target¬ 
ed’. 

Latest figures revealed reports of 
online scams to Citizens Advice in 
Oxford had increased by 73 per cent 
in the past four years. 

Penny Thewlis, chief executive 
of Age UK Oxfordshire, said there 
were an ‘increasing number of so¬ 
phisticated scams designed to cheat 
people of their money, empty their 
bank account or steal their iden¬ 
tity’. 

She added: “Scams can have a dev¬ 


astating emotional and financial 
impact on older victims, seriously 
damaging their quality of life and 
wellbeing. That anyone would tar¬ 
get an older person to defraud them 
is abhorrent yet it happens all too 
often. 

“We are urging all older people, 
and their friends and families, to be 


vigilant and get up to speed on how 
to avoid scams. If there is any doubt 
about the authenticity of an offer 
or piece of correspondence, do not 
respond and report it to the authori¬ 
ties immediately” 

Mrs Sanders, a city councillor for 
Littlemore, said she had concerns 
about scams raised to her though 


the 50 plus groups in the city 

She added that she had been tar¬ 
geted with several different emails 
asking her to click on a link to pay 
invoices. 

Mrs Sanders said unfortunately 
she has a friend who clicked on the 
link because she was worried about 
what it was. 


As result, she lost all of her files, 
including photos of her late hus¬ 
band, before being asked to pay a 
ransom. Mrs Sanders said: “She is a 
bright, intelligent woman. 

“People are so innocent. If you get 
someone sending you an email, you 
think ‘oh dear what’s this about?’ 
It’s a worry” 

More than two scams and at¬ 
tempted scams a day are being re¬ 
ported to some councils nationwide, 
according to the The Local Govern¬ 
ment Association.

Nicholls 
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Children are urged to 
keep location secret

CHILDREN across Oxfordshire 
have been warned against broad¬ 
casting their location on Snapchat 
amid concerns it could leave them 
vulnerable to grooming, stalking 
and bullying. 

Child protection charities, schools in 
the county and Thames Valley Police 
have issued warnings of potential dan¬ 
gers arising through social media after 
the photo-sharing app released its new 
Snap Maps feature. 

The new feature, launched in this sum¬ 
mer, allows users to share their location 
with everyone on their contacts list to 
such a precise degree that is possible to 
tell what part of a building they are in. 

Detective Sergeant Sally Russell, who 
works in Thames Valley Police’s cyber¬ 
crime team, said it was important chil¬ 
dren and parents understood how apps 
worked and the ‘vulnerabilities’ and 
‘dangers’ they could be at risk of. 

The NSPCC is urging young people 
to hide their location using the ‘ghost 
mode’ setting, and has issued advice to 
parents in the county. 

It is also calling on Government to 
force social networks to offer ‘safe ac¬ 
counts’ to under 18s - with location set¬ 
tings switched off as default. 

DS Russell told the Banbury Cake that 
Snap Map presented ‘added dangers’ to 
online safety

She said: “The main thing is to have an 
understanding of how these things work 
and the vulnerabilities and dangers you 
could put yourself at risk from. 

“We are seeing people use social media 
more and more, certainly younger peo¬ 
ple. 

“There is all sorts of things apps that 
are out there, this is not the first, but it’s 
just knowing what they are and who re¬ 


ally should be looking at them.” 

DS Russell urged youngsters and par¬ 
ents to check who could access to their 
location, adding many people have thou¬ 
sands of ‘friends’ on other sites such as 
Facebook, but do not know all of them 
or would want to share certain informa¬ 
tion. 

In Oxfordshire between January 1 and 
June 6 this year, there have been 168 
crimes reported to Thames Valley Police 
in which the word Snapchat was linked 
to the recorded crime. 

The Oxford Academy in Littlemore 
bans students using mobile phones dur¬ 
ing school. 

Headteacher Niall McWilliams said the 
school issued a lot of advice surround¬ 
ing online safety 

He added: “It’s a really big concern and 
it adds a next level to the safeguarding 
issue. We just have to try to deal with it. 
It’s in society now. Of course there are 
negative aspects but there are positive 
ones too. 

“It’s just about using it carefully and 
responsibly.” 

DS Russell said cyber crime was an 
‘emerging threat’. 

She added: “Technology is enabling 
and facilitating crime in very different 
ways. It’s making people understand the 
risks and how to protect themselves.” 

Responding to concerns, Snapchat pre¬ 
viously said it work routinely with law 
enforcement and safety experts adding 
they would continue to do so and encour¬ 
age the app to be used safely

THE DARK TOWER (12A, 95 

mins) Fantasy/Adventure/Drama/ 
Western/Action. Matthew Mc- 
Conaughey, Idris Elba, Tom Taylor, 
Katheryn Winnick, Nicholas Pauling, 
Jose Zuniga, Karl Thaning. Director: 
Nikolaj Arcel. 

Based on Stephen King's compel¬ 
ling series of fantasy novels. The 
Dark Tower illuminates a titanic 
battle between good and evil in 
parallel universes, seen through 
the eyes of a conflicted 11-year-old 
boy. 

Director Nikolaj Arcel's eagerly 
anticipated film has been plagued 
with widely publicised setbacks 
during production, including 
repeated polishes of the script and 
reshoots. 

All of those beads of sweat and 
blood-tinged tears have delivered 
a muddled odyssey that reduces 
King's cataclysmic magnum opus 
to an uninvolving hybrid of The 
Hunger Games and Divergent. 

A sprightly running time leaves no 
room for character development, 
and the emaciated script fails to 
make explicit the stakes or reper¬ 
cussions for the young hero as he 
blunders through thrill-starved set- 
pieces including a showdown with 
a computer-generated scorpion-like 
predator. 

Idris Elba is squandered as the last 
in a proud line of gunslingers, who 
has been raised to keep the dark¬ 
ness at bay and joins the boy on 
his quest. 

Oscar winner Matthew McCo- 
naughey manages to put a little 
flesh and diabolical charm on the 
bones of his antagonist, dispatch¬ 
ing powerless victims with a cur¬ 
sory growl: "Stop breathing". 

There isn't a single moment in 
Arcel's picture that compels us to 
hold our breath. 

Jake Chambers (Tom Taylor) is 
traumatised by the death of his 
firefighter father (Karl Thaning). 

His mother Laurie (Katheryn Win- 
nick) and unsympathetic stepfather 
Lon (Nicholas Pauling) send him 
for counselling with psychiatrist Dr 
Hotchkiss (Jose Zuniga), who listens 
intently to Jake's descriptions of 
nightly visions about an alien world 
where a lone gunslinger readies his 
pistol against a menacing man in 


black. The shrink dismisses Jake's 
nightmares as manifestations of 
his grief. 

Lon grows weary of the boy's errat¬ 
ic behaviour and insists Jake attend 
an upstate facility, which specialises 
in treating troubled youth. 

Instead, Jake flees to an aban¬ 
doned house from his dreams. 
Inside, he discovers a portal to a 
post-apocalyptic realm called Mid- 
World where a mysterious man 
named Roland Deschain (Elba) 
hankers for revenge against evil 
sorcerer Walter Padick (McCo- 
naughey), who intends to destroy 
a tower at the centre of universe 
that protects us from malevolent 
forces. 

Each assault on the monolith pro¬ 
duces tremors in Mid-World and 
on Earth. 

"What happens in one world 
echoes in others," warns Roland, 
who surmises that Jake's visions 
are evidence of burgeoning psychic 
abilities - "the shine". 

The Dark Tower fails to shift out of 
first gear as director Arcel chugs 
through a confused mythology and 
dilutes jolts of terror in order to 
secure a 12A certificate. 

A solid performance from rising 
star Taylor cannot distract atten¬ 
tion from the painfully disjointed 
narrative and an absence of 
suspense. 

The apocalypse beckons and it 
can't come quickly enough.

THE HITMAN'S BODYGUARD (15, 
118 mins) 

A bodyguard for hire is only as 
good as his last job: reputation 
depends on remaining alert and 
keeping the client safe, even when 
the threat seems non-existent. 
Michael Bryce (Ryan Reynolds) is 
one of the best protection agents 
in the business until an anonymous 
sniper takes out one of his high- 
value clients. He loses his triple A 
rating and is relegated to shadow¬ 
ing low-level targets. 

Meanwhile, Michael's old flame, 
Interpol agent Amelia Roussel 
(Elodie Yung), is part of a crack 
squad charged with accompanying 
hitman Darius Kincaid (Samuel L 
Jackson) to The Hague, where he 


will give evidence in the Interna¬ 
tional Court of Justice against 
East European dictator Vladislav 
Dukhovich (Gary Oldman). 
Somehow, Dukhovich's henchmen 
learn about the route and stage 
an assault on the cavalcade of 
vehicles. Amelia and Darius emerge 
unscathed from the hail of bullets. 
They lie low in an Interpol safe 
house, where Amelia realises there 
must be a mole in her team. 

Unsure who to trust, she calls 
Michael and asks him to shepherd 
Darius to the courthouse. 

En route, the two men bicker 
relentlessly and Darius pines for 
his wife Sonia (Salma Hayek), who 
languishes behind bars. 

EVERYTHING, EVERYTHING (12A, 
96 mins) 

Based on Nicola Yoon's popular 
young adult novel. Everything, 
Everything is a bittersweet teen 
romance between two neigh¬ 
bours, whose path to true love is 
obstructed by cruel fate. 

Since she was born, Maddy 
Whittier (Amandla Stenberg) has 
suffered from Severe Combined 
Immunodeficiency (SCID). The 
condition seriously threatens her 
health if she steps outside the front 
door of her carefully protected 
home. So Maddy is consigned to 
the house, where her fiercely pro¬ 
tective mother Pauline (Anika Noni 
Rose) and nurse Carla (Ana de la 
Reguera) manage her condition. 
Now 18 years old, Maddy yearns to 
venture outside to see the ocean 
and explore but she knows that 
every minute outside of her home 
could be her last. 

Joe Bright (Scott Baio), his wife 
Mae (Fiona Loewi) and their two 
children. Oily (Nick Robinson) and 
Kayra (Taylor Hickson), move in 
next door. Maddy is immediately 
attracted to Oily. 

His attempts to meet Maddy are 
rebuffed by Pauline so Oily writes 
his telephone number on a piece of 
paper and sticks it to the window 
of his bedroom. The teenagers 
begin texting and young ro¬ 
mance blossoms, which intensifies 
Maddy's yearning to risk her health 
to see outside the four walls of her 
home with Oily by her side.

The Less You Know The 
Sounder You Sleep by Juliet 
Butler is published in hardback by 
4th Estate, priced £12.99 (ebook 
£7.99). 

Dasha and Masha Krivoshlyapova 
were conjoined twins born in Mos¬ 
cow in 1950 during the Communist 
regime. The Less You Know The 
Sounder You Sleep is a fictionalised 
telling of their real - and almost 
unimaginably unique - lives. The 
author, Juliet Butler, is an English 
journalist who got to know the 
twins very well during the latter 
part of their lifetimes. This book is 
based on taped conversations and 
interviews with Masha and Dasha, 
as well as those that knew them, 
recorded during Butler's 15-year 
friendship with the twins. Hidden 
from public view since birth and 
subjected to a variety of medical 
'experiments', the twins developed 
wildly different personalities - one 
domineering, one gentle and kind. 
The Less You Know The Sounder 


You Sleep is told in the voice of 
Dasha, the quieter of the twins. 
Through her eyes, the reader 
discovers the twins' unique life 
experiences and Dasha's hopes 
and dreams, as well as the harsh 
reality of life for those considered 
physically and mentally different in 
Russia - both under the Commu¬ 
nist regime and afterwards. It's a 
fascinating, heartbreaking tale of 
what it was like for the twins to be 
forever 'together' - two differ¬ 
ent people whose destinies were 
forever entwined, one unable ever 
to escape the other. 8/10 

Midwinter Break by Bernard 
MacLaverty is published in 
hardback by Jonathan Cape, priced 
£14.99 (ebook £9.99). 

Midwinter Break is Northern Irish 
writer Bernard McLaverty's highly 
anticipated fifth novel - which 
comes 16 years after the Booker 
prize-nominated author's last 
novel. The Anatomy School. It 
tells of elderly couple Gerry and 


Stella's holiday to Amsterdam. As 
the book progresses, it becomes 
clear that there are huge cracks in 
the long-enduring relationship, as 
Stella is reaching the end of her pa¬ 
tience with Gerry's poorly hidden 
alcoholism and irreverence towards 
her religion. Occasionally we see 
flashbacks of their lives in Northern 
Ireland, before they moved to 
Scotland and progressed into old 
age. It's a very intimate portrait of 
a relationship between two older 
people, which is an interesting 
perspective as so many novels are 
dedicated to the young. However, 
every time it feels like we're going 
to really get underneath the skin 
of the characters, the moment 
passes and MacLaverty instead 
focuses on some of the more 
mundane aspects of their holiday. 
The best, and most moving, parts 
of the novel are flashbacks to their 
experiences during the Troubles - 
however, these are too brief to feel 
fully addressed.

TENANTS are often told they can 
buy a property for the same amount 
they spend on rent. 

Deals from the Government and 
house builders encourage renters 
to make the switch to home-owning. 

Help to Buy allows both first-time 
buyers and those selling a property 
to take out a Government loan for 


20 per cent of the price. 

This means they need a 75 per 
cent mortgage and deposit of just 
five per cent. 

But when translated into 
Oxfordshire’s high-priced housing 
market, this is still a major hurdle. 

To find the £228,000 needed for a 
two-bedroom apartment, applicants 
would need to put down £11,400 and 
take out a mortgage of £171,000. 

A more affordable option is 
shared-ownership which allows a 


tenant to continue to rent a 
property, while buying a share in it. 

As they buy a greater share, their 
rent gradually goes down until they 
own their home outright. 

Under housing association 
Stonewater’s shared ownership 
scheme a two-bedroom house in the 
north of the county costs £90,000 for 
a 40 per cent share. 

As the market value of the 
property is £225,000, it means the 
tenant/part owner pays monthly 


rent of £309 and has the option to 
buy a bigger share when they chose. 

Stonewater has shared housing at 
Deddington Grange in Deddington 
and Han well View, a 153-affordable- 
home scheme in Banbury in 
partnership with Cherwell DC and 
Bellway Homes. 

It will provide 46 two- and three- 
bedroom homes for shared 
ownership and 107 one- and two- 
bedroom flats, houses and 
bungalows for affordable rent. 


Another 91 new homes for 
affordable rent and shared 
ownership are provided at 
Chipping Norton by Stonewater. 

Working with West Oxfordshire 
DC and Bellway it has 25 homes for 
low-cost shared ownership and 66 
for affordable rent. 

Another is Chestnut Gardens in 
Shrivenham, where it is possible to 
buy 40 per cent of a two-bedroom 
semi’ for £98,000. For information,

Focus on specific achieve¬ 
ments. 

4. Lose the mugshot. There’s no good 
reason to include a photograph. It’s 
more likely to put off a potential em¬ 
ployer as a badly taken shot can look 
amateurish. 

5. Don’t write a “Jackanory”. Your CV 
should fit on to two A4 pages. Use more 
of the space for your more recent IT 
roles. Slash the full references, salary 
details and reasons for leaving previ¬ 
ous jobs. 

6. Leave out your hobbies and pas¬ 
times. Oh really, you enjoy socialising 
with friends and eating out! Who knew? 

7. It’s the little things. Make sure your 
email address is appropriate. Applica¬ 


tions from hotstuff88 and lambrini girl 
are not doing you any favours.
